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Tribute paid to loving 
father killed in crash 


Father-of-two died at the scene after his 


motorbike was 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“kind and dedicated” family man 
who died when his motorcycle 
collided with a car on Saturday 

Father-of-two David Lister, 47, 
was pronounced dead at the scene 
after his Honda bike was involved 
in a collision with a Ford Fusion 
on the A1101 at Lackford, Suffolk. 

The design engineer, of Hen¬ 
ley Way, Ely, had been on his way 
home from a ride with fellow mo¬ 
torcyclists when the crash took 
place. 

His wife of 15 years, Maisie, 
said: “He was a very kind man. He 
would do anything for anyone. 

“He would come and help eve¬ 
ryone out. Nothing was too much 
trouble for him.” 

Originally from Littleport, Da¬ 
vid studied at Cambridge Regional 
College and worked as chief de¬ 
sign engineer for the Ely-based 
firm Standeris. 

Richard Holmes, design and 


in collision w 
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production director at the firm, 
said: “David started his appren¬ 
ticeship with the company at the 
age of 16 as a fun loving, carefree 
young man. 

“He left to further his career in 
engineering design with Anglian 
Water and from there to R J Her¬ 
bert Engineering in Wisbech, re¬ 
turning to Standen Engineering 
Limited as senior design engineer 
in December 2012.” 

He added: “David was a much- 
liked and respected work col¬ 
league and a dedicated family 
man who will be greatly missed 
by everyone here at Standen. Our 
thoughts are with his family at this 
very sad time.” 

Father to two daughters Holly, 
17, and Katie, 15, David was said 
to enjoy family holidays and riding

his motorcycle in his spare time. 

The family and their two dogs, 
Poppy and Pippa, had been to the 
New Forest the weekend before 
the accident. And last year, the 
family enjoyed a six-day trip to 
New York. 

Maisie said: “The number of 
people who have contacted us... 
everybody knew him. Eve never 
known anyone say a bad word 
about him. He will be very sadly 
missed.” 

The collision took place at 
1.30pm between the Icknield Way 
junction at Lackford and West 
Stow Road, Flempton. 

The road was closed until 
5.55pm to allow an investigation 
to take place. Any witnesses to 
the collision are asked to contact 
Suffolk Police’s serious collision 
investigation team on 101 quoting 
CAD 196 of May 30. 

An inquest is expected to be 
opened later this week.

Work on cycle 
path complete 


A LONG-awaited cycleway 
from Sutton to Ely was offi¬ 
cially opened this week. 

Work on the missing sec¬ 
tions of the £400,000 path 
was completed last month 
in the hope of improving 
safety for riders undertaking 
the seven-mile trip on the 
busyA142. 

Cycle campaigners and 
members of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council formally 
unveiled the new 2km sec¬ 
tion at the Wentworth junc¬ 
tion on Tuesday. 

Andy Shaw, chairman of 
Ely Cycling Campaign, said: 
“The new stuff they have 
built here is great if you live 
in Sutton as you used to 
have to ride along the A road 
which is unpleasant to say 
the least. 

“The A142 is a busy link 
road with lots of traffic and 
HGVs travelling to Ely and 
Peterborough. 

“Now you can safely ride 
off-road all the way.” 

He added: “The new bit is 
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wide enough so that you can 
pass pedestrians and other 
cyclists safely.” 

Previously cyclists com¬ 
muting into Ely could cycle 
off-road from Witchford. 

Work on the cycleway 
between the villages of Wit- 
cham Toll and Wentworth 
began in September last 
year, to allow cyclists in the 
Mepal and Sutton area to 
safely ride into Ely. 

But while cyclists will be 
completely separate from 
traffic for the 6.8-mile com¬ 
mute, there are still sections 
on the path requiring work, 
according to Mr Shaw. 

He said: “There are some 
parts that are just wide 
enough for one bike, but we 
hope in future these parts 
will be upgraded. 

“We do understand that 
there just was not the mon¬ 
ey at this stage to do it, but 
we hope the council will one 


day continue to widen the 
path all the way along.” 

In addition to the path, 
ramps have been put in 
place on Station Road in 
Sutton to ensure smoother 
access for those on bikes. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who cut the 
pathway ribbon, said: “I am 
truly delighted to open this 
excellent cycleway which 
has been in my mind ever 
since becoming a local 
county councillor in 2005. 

“Not only is Sutton now 
linked to Ely, Witcham and 
Mepal are now a safe ride 
from our Cathedral City. The 
next target (fingers well and 
truly crossed) is Little Thet- 
ford to Stretham.” 

The project was funded by 
the Local Sustainable Trans¬ 
port Fund and took just over 
six months to complete.

AN Ely shooting club has taken 
over a wildlife reserve at Welney, 
Norfolk for £135,000.

Association (EDWA) has bought 
the 15-acre President's Wash 
with a loan from the Wildlife 
Habitat Trust (WHT). 

The club has shot at the wash 
- known as Shoveler wash - for 
more than 30 years. 

Derek Robinson, from the 
group, said: "EDWA has come a 
long way since I joined nearly 30 
years ago. 

"Then the club only owned 
one wash at Mepal and rented 
all its other shooting land. 

"However thanks to continued 
support from WHT, EDWA now 
own most of what it shoots 
over, only renting a handful of 
property." 

The land was owned by one 
of the club's founder members 
Denny Harrison and left to his 
family after he died. 

The group was then able to 
buy the land for £135,000 using 
the money from the WHT. 

David Wilcox, EDWA 
treasurer, said: "Wildfowlers do 
not realise the gem they have in 
WHT."

Family ‘look 
forward’ after 
house fire 
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A FAMILY whose “dream” 
home was destroyed by fire 
say they will not be able to 
return before Christmas. 

Andrew Moss, his wife 
Melanie their four children 
aged 11, 9, 6 and 3, plus one 
of their children’s friends, 
aged 11, fled from the six- 
bedroom home in Hill Row, 
Haddenham as flames en¬ 
gulfed the building. 

The couple have now dis¬ 
covered they will have to re¬ 
build the entire upstairs of 
the house meaning they will 
be unable to move back until 
early next year. 

Andrew, who runs Horizon 
Retail Marketing Solutions 
Ltd in Ely, said: “We’ve sur¬ 
veyed it and there will be no 
chance of us returning be¬ 
fore Christmas, but maybe 
some time in January. It’s go¬ 
ing to be a long road.” 


Firefighters this week con¬ 
firmed that the blaze - which 
began at around 2.50am last 
Wednesday-was started in a 
light outside the house, and 
quickly spread to the roof. 

The roof and ceiling col¬ 
lapsed, destroying the up¬ 
per floorm but thankfully 
Andrew and all of his fam¬ 
ily escaped completely un¬ 
harmed. 

The children went to stay 
with their grandparents in 
Surrey while Andrew and 
Melanie stayed in The Lamb 
Hotel in Ely. 


They are now on the hunt 
for a house to rent and The 
children returned to King’s 
Ely school this week. 

Andrew said: “Last week 
was just hell but now we are 
looking forward. 

“My 9-year-old’s room was 
the worst affected so we got 
her a tablet app which allows 
her to re-design it however 
she wants. 

“We will keep returning to 
carry out some landscape 
work too just to remind our¬ 
selves that this is still our 
home.”

Man admits 
wounding his 
housemate 


A MAN who admitted un¬ 
lawfully and maliciously 
wounding his housemate 
in Soham is due to be sen¬ 
tenced. 

At Cambridge Crown 
Court, Nerijus Slajus was 
cleared of intending to 
cause Miroslaw Zajchowski 
serious injury on January 1 
last year. 

The trial of Slajus, of Mar¬ 
ket Street, Soham, was due 
to start on Wednesday - but 
the prosecution accepted 
his guilty plea to unlaw¬ 
ful wounding and dropped 
the more serious charge 
of wounding with intent - 
which he had previously de¬ 
nied. 

Slajus inflicted griev¬ 
ous bodily harm on Mr Za¬ 
jchowski on New Year’s Day

when they were both living 
in a shared house in Soham 
High Street. 

Benedict Peers, prosecu¬ 
tion, told the court that the 
Lithuanian national had 
admitted unlawful wound¬ 
ing on July 14 last year at the 
city’s crown court. 

The crown decided to 
take the charge of section 18 
wounding to trial - but that 
decision was reversed on 
Wednesday. 

Charles Falk, mitigating, 
said Slajus had “never been 
in trouble before” - except 
an excess alcohol matter in 
2011. 

On the 10-month wait 
since the guilty plea, he add¬ 
ed: “The delay is a relevant 


factor of mitigation in his 
case.” 

Mr Falk asked for a report 
from the probation service 
to look into the defendant’s 
background. 

Recorder Richard Gordon 
QC called the behaviour of 
the 30-year-old on the night 
of the offence “uncharacter¬ 
istic”. 

He told Slajus: “I am go¬ 
ing to order a pre-sentence 
report in your case which 
should deal with all sen¬ 
tencing options. 

“But I am principally con¬ 
cerned to understand why 
you behaved on that night 
in the way that you did.” 

Slajus was granted condi¬ 
tional bail until his sentenc¬ 
ing in approximately three 
weeks time.

Service’s future 
under threat 



FUTURE IN DOUBT: The Princess of Wales Hospital in Ely 
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OUTPATIENT services at 
Ely’s hospital are under 
threat after an NHS trust 
handed in its 12-month no¬ 
tice to quit. 

Cambridgeshire Com¬ 
munity Services (CCS) NHS 
Trust has announced it will 
cease providing outpatient 
care at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital by next year. 

The trust claims that “local 
acute hospitals”, which could 
include Addenbrooke’s and 
Hinchingbrooke, would be 
more “appropriate” for pro¬ 
viding the services in future. 

Lucy Frazer, MP for South 
East Cambs, said: “It is vital 
that our hospital services in 
Ely continue and patients 
are not affected by the with¬ 
drawal of services by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Community Ser¬ 
vices NHS Trust. 

“I know how important 
healthcare provision is in 
and around Ely and I will 
continue to liaise with the 
health providers to ensure 
that any disruption caused 
to residents is minimised.” 


Ms Frazer met with Mau¬ 
reen Donnelly, chair of the 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, who said she 
would look into “alternative 
provision as a matter of ur¬ 
gency”. 

But CCS chief executive 
Matthew Winn said consult¬ 
ants who are currently lead¬ 
ing outpatient services are 
already employed by acute 
hospitals. 

He said: “We have there¬ 
fore concluded that our 
outpatient services could be 
more appropriately provided 
by alternative organisations, 
particularly local acute hos¬ 


pitals.” 

He added: “We want to 
assure local people that we 
have every confidence in 
the commitment of the staff 
providing these outpatient 
services and the quality of 
these services.” 

The move comes following 
the transfer of the adult and 
older people’s services in 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough to the Uniting Care 
Partnership in April.

A fair system 

THE issue of proportional 
representation is being discussed by 
the nation again. Quite rightly. 

On Monday Margaret Beckett said 
various things on the subject which 
are untenable, perhaps her most 
surprising assertion being that the 
electoral system we have gives power 
to the majority. 

That is manifestly untrue. 

The government could well be 
formed by a party which gets the 
most seats but does not get the 
majority of the votes. Clearly she 
believes in power for the parties, not 
power for the people. 

So I opt to disregard what she says. 
The alternative vote system which the 
electorate recently rejected probably 
was sensibly rejected. 

But simply because we voters were 
given the chance to accept something 
which, as indeed it proved to be, 
we did not want, does not mean 


we do not want a system which is 
appropriate to modern times. 

The fundamental change should be 
to have more regard to the strength 
of public support for each of the 
political parties. 

In perhaps the best system I have 
heard of, this means there should be 
a threshold which in itself gives the 
right to proportional representation. 
The parties which get a certain 
proportion of the votes and thereby 
meet the threshold should be 
entitled to a proportionate number of 
representatives in Parliament. 

That threshold should be high enough 
to avert chaos from there being too 
many parties in Parliament. 

The occasional electoral success 
by an independent or different 
party should be upheld and the 
rest of the Parliamentary seats 
distributed proportionately, the 
parties themselves choosing 
their representatives from their 
parliamentary candidates. 

I like that proposal. 

In my opinion the crucial issue would 
be the threshold. Achieving 8%-10% 
of voters' support must surely entitle 
a party to proper and proportionate 
representation. 

One might argue for a threshold as 
low as 5%. 

Not a perfect system, but what good 
argument is there not to apply it?

Care home is 
told to improve 


A RESIDENTIAL home in 
Ely which specialises in car¬ 
ing for people with demen¬ 
tia has been told it needs to 
improve. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
visited Lily House, in Lynn 
Road, unannounced in April 
and their findings have now 
been published. 

The home’s overall rating 
is ‘requires improvement’. 
Its safety was rated as ‘good’, 
as was its care. However, its 
effectiveness, responsive¬ 
ness and leadership were all 
rated as ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’. 

Inspectors said: “People 
were safe living at the home 
as staff were knowledgeable 
about reporting any abuse. 
There were a sufficient 
number of staff employed 
and recruitment procedures 
ensured that only suitable 
staff were employed. 

“Arrangements were in 
place to ensure that people 
were protected with the safe 
management of their medi-

cines.” 

Lily House is registered 
to provide accommodation 
and non-nursing care for 
up to 44 people. Inspectors 
said: “Deprivation of Liberty 
Safeguards (DoLS) appli¬ 
cations had been made to 
ensure that people’s rights 
were protected. 

“However, there were in¬ 
adequate assessments in 
place to assess people’s ca¬ 
pacity to make decisions 
about their care and to jus¬ 
tify why DoLS applications 
had been made.” 

They added: “Health risk 
assessments were in place 
to ensure that people were 
supported to maintain their 
health. The provider had 
quality assurance processes 
and procedures in place 
to improve, if needed, the 
quality and safety of peo¬ 
ple’s support and care. 

“However, these had 


failed to ensure that peo¬ 
ple’s mental capacity had 
been assessed in line with 
the MCA. In addition, some 
of the people’s risk assess¬ 
ments and care records were 
not reviewed in the time that 
they should have been.” 

Sue Howard, deputy chief 
inspector for adult social 
care in the central region, 
said: “People are entitled to 
services which provide safe, 
effective, compassionate 
and high quality care. 

“If we find that a service 
requires improvement, we 
will expect them to provide 
us with a full plan setting 
out how they will address 
the issue. 

“We will share our find¬ 
ings with local commis¬ 
sioners, and we will return 
in due course to check that 
the required improvements 
have been made.”

Woman burnt 
in kitchen fire

A WOMAN suffered burns 
when she tried to extinguish 
a fire in her kitchen. 

The blaze started in a 
house in Redman Close, Ely, 
after a pan of oil caught fire. 

A woman, aged in her 30s, 
tried to extinguish the fire 
but the flames spread quick¬ 
ly and she was unable to put 
them out. 

When firefighters from Ely 
and Littleport arrived the 
resident was out of the prop¬ 
erty but she had to be taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
to be treated for burns and 
smoke inhalation. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service says the 
blaze is a “timely reminder” 
to residents to make sure 
they have smoke alarms 
fitted in their homes and 
workplaces - and that they

are working. 

Watch commander Clive 
Allen said: “Leaving cooking 
unattended for even just a 
minute can cause a fire. 

“Attempting to tackle a 
fire is extremely dangerous, 
especially when you try and 
put a hot oil fire out with 


water as this will cause it to 
spread further. 

“We cannot stress enough 
how important it is for peo¬ 
ple to get out, stay out and 
dial 999 if you encounter a 
fire. 

“If you have a fire involv¬ 
ing hot oil you can remove 
the pan from the heat and 
cover it with a damp towel, 
but only if it is safe to do so. 
Close all the doors to the 
room and get out quickly. 

“This resident did have 
working smoke alarms 
which went off at this inci¬ 
dent. Let this be a timely re¬ 
minder to residents to make 
sure you have a working 
smoke alarm on each floor 
of your property and that it 
is checked regularly.” 

The kitchen was severely 
damaged in the fire, which 
happened at around 9.45am 
last Wednesday, and the 
rest of the property was left 
smoke-logged.

New services 
to help elderly 


TWO new services have been 
launched in a bid to improve 
care for older people in the 
Ely area. 

UnitingCare has spear¬ 
headed the new services - a 
Joint Emergency Team service 
and a single point of access 
called OneCall. 

The Joint Emergency Team 
service (JET) consists of two- 
person teams of a nurse or 
paramedic and a support 
worker. 

They aim to provide a two 
hour community health re¬ 
sponse to people over 65. JETs 
have direct access to other 
health and social care ser¬ 
vices. 

The JETs assess the needs 
of patients and decide wheth¬ 
er they need hospital care. If 
they don’t, the team is able to 
prescribe medication or make 
a referral to the district nurs¬ 
ing team or any other service 
needed to support the patient 
at home. They will also report 
back to the patient’s family 
doctor. 

OneCall will be used initial-

ly by GPs to make referrals to 
the JET service and its scope 
will expand over the coming 
months. 

Eventually it will be used for 
all non-urgent referrals and 
will be available to all health 
professionals, care homes, 
patients and carers when they 
need advice, support or help. 
The number will gradually 
be made available to patients 
and carers over the coming 
months. 

Keith Spencer, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of UnitingCare, said: 
“Since we took over respon¬ 
sibility for older people’s ser¬ 
vices in Cambridgeshire on 
April 1, we have started to set 
up new services to strengthen 
the excellent community ser¬ 
vices we inherited. 

“Over the next year we will 
be changing services and in¬ 
troducing several new ones, 
which have been developed 


with input from patients and 
carers, to further support the 
care available to older pa¬ 
tients and to make it easier for 
them to access. Our intention 
is to make life much easier for 
older people in our area and 
to ensure their care is the best 
we can possibly provide.” 

MP for North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Steve Barclay, 
who launched his Treat me 
Local campaign last summer 
to help improve local health¬ 
care provision, has welcomed 
the new services. 

He said: “One of the 10 
points of my campaign was to 
see a single point of contact 
introduced for carers, partic¬ 
ularly for those looking after a 
loved one with dementia. The 
OneCall service provides this 
vital lifeline and with JET also 
in place it means people in 
urgent need of help and sup¬ 
port are getting it quickly. 

“It is great that UnitingCare 
have acted early in their new 
contract to provide services 
for older people to launch 
these helplines.”

Funds pouring in to help 
keep little Phoebe, 3, safe 



A COUPLE desperately trying 
to raise enough money to buy a 
specialist bed for their autistic 
daughter are now more than half 
way there. 

A story about Gemma and Chris 
Matthews’ fundraising campaign 
appeared in Ely News on May 14 
but already they have raised an 
amazing £3,341. 

The couple, of St Andrews 
Close, Sutton, who had to give 
up their taxi business to care for 
their autistic children, Samuel, 
4, and Phoebe, 3, are trying to 
raise £5,844 to buy a specialist 
‘safe and sound’ bed for Phoebe 
as they say her life is at risk in her 
current bed. 

Donations have been pouring 
in and they now have £2,500 to 
go. Gemma, 30, said: “We’re total¬ 
ly overwhelmed by people’s gen¬ 
erosity. People who we’ve never 
met have donated hundreds of 
pounds and we can’t thank them 
enough.” 

Phoebe was diagnosed with 
autism in February. She also has 
a seperate diagnosis of hyperacu- 
sis, which means certain sounds 
cause her physical pain. 

Gemma, who has rheumatoid

arthritis, said: “Phoebe doesn’t 
sleep at all well. Her main sleep 
is between 7pm and 11pm. She’s 
then awake every hour until 3am 
when she is up for the day. 

“At the moment Chris and I are 
having to sleep alternate nights 
on Phoebe’s bedroom floor as she 
has no awareness of danger so 
throws herself off her bed. We’ve 
also had to fit crash mats to her 
bedroom walls as she was head¬ 
butting them in her sleep. 

“This bed would mean the 
world as it would enable her to 
sleep in a bed that’s 100 per cent 
safe, plus stop us from constantly 
worrying.” 

The couple ran a coffee morn¬ 
ing at Sutton Community Rooms 
last Wednesday which raised £326 
and on Saturday, fune 20 a fund¬ 
raising family bingo night is be¬ 
ing held at Ely’s Highheld School, 
starting at 6pm.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

‘I owe my life to my

W ATCHING Emily Hoyle 
pose confidently in 
front the camera, her 
pet pooch Freddie by her side, 
it's hard to take in just what the 
30-year-old has been through in 
her short life. 

Petite and impossibly pretty, 
with glossy blonde locks, bright 
blue eyes and sun-kissed skin, 
she's a picture of health and 
happiness. But it hasn't always 
been that way, with the last 30 
years something of a whirlwind 
for brave Emily. 

As a baby, she was diagnosed 
with cystic fibrosis. Aged 11, she 
asked doctors how long she had 
to live - but she wasn't ready for 
the answer they gave her. "They 
told me my life expectancy was 
30; as an 11 -year-old that's a lot 
to deal with," she recalls, sadly. 

At that moment, Emily made 
a promise to herself. "I decided I 
would make the most of my life," 
she smiles. "Some people live 
until they're 80, but don't really 
live at all, and I won't be that 
person." 

It's a mantra she continues 
to live by. She has completed 
a degree in physics, trained as 
a pilates teacher, travelled all 
over the world, got married and, 
in a month's time, will embark 
on the biggest challenge of her 
life: climbing Cotopaxi volcano 
in Ecuador, one of the highest 
volcanoes in the world. 

It's a hugely impressive feat - 
and one made possible by the 
lifesaving double lung transplant 
she received in 2012. 

"I owe my life to my donor; an 
organ is the biggest gift anyone 
can ever give you, and I'm doing 
this climb in honour of them," 
she says. "It's given me my life 
back." 

Growing up in Harston, Emily 
was diagnosed with cystic fibrosis 
(CF) - a genetic disease which 
causes the lungs and digestive 
system to be clogged with thick 
mucus - at just four months old, 
with doctors breaking the news 
to Emily's parents she might not 
make it to 20. "In that sense, 

I suppose I've been extremely 
lucky," she says. 

Living with the disease as a 
child was, Emily says, relatively 
simple. Her younger brother also 


suffers with CF, and the daily 
nebulisers, cocktail of pills and 
physiotherapy sessions were just 
part of everyday life. "It didn't 
seem abnormal because it was 
all I knew and I didn't really have 
anyone else to compare myself 
to, so it was easy to just accept 
it." 

But the severity of her 
condition hit home when she 
discovered the heartbreakingly 
low life expectancy for those 
suffering with CF. How did she 
cope with the bombshell? 

"You walk around in a bit 
of a daze at first; I didn't want 
to talk to my mum and dad 
about it because I realised they 
were losing their child, and I 
didn't think my friends would 
understand, so I just tried to deal 
with it on my own, accept it and 
have as normal a childhood as 
possible, doing what everyone 
else does, and hoping my life 
would carry on for as long as 
possible." 

But as she got older, Emily's 
health started to deteriorate, 
culminating in a two-month 
hospital stay while she was 
studying for her finals at Bristol 
University. "I was hooked up to 
intravenous drugs and oxygen 
and couldn't even leave my bed 
unless I was in a wheelchair," 
she remembers. "I spent 
another eight months at home 
recuperating and was completely 
reliant on my parents." 

Slowly but surely Emily's health 
began to improve. She managed 
to complete her degree in 
physics ("It was like The Big Bang 
Theory; I was one of two girls out 
of 100 boys!"), get a job, move to 
London and get engaged to her 
now husband, John. 

"He took me to India and 
proposed and I couldn't believe 
how lucky I was," she smiles, 

"but it did cross my mind how 
my diagnosis was a lot for 
someone to take on, with my 
life expectancy likely to affect 
him more than me, because 
whereas I would be dead, John 
would have to carry on living as 
a widow." 

Three weeks after the 
engagement Emily was rushed 
to hospital, and that's where she 
remained for the following five

weeks. It was a sickening blow. 

"I didn't know whether to plan 
my funeral or my wedding," she 
recalls. "But the support I received 
from John shocked me into fighting 
again. He promised me that we 
were getting married even if I came 
up the aisle in a wheelchair and 
attached to oxygen, and I put all my 
energy into getting better." 

And she did. Was the wedding 
everything she had hoped for? "It 
was an amazing day," Emily says 
simply. 

The couple were blissfully happy 
but their joy was short-lived, with 
things coming to a head in 2010 
when Emily contracted swine 
flu, causing her lung function to 
plummet to dangerously low levels. 

"It was the beginning of the end," 
she admits. "I had done so well at 
being very ill and bouncing back, 
rather than going continuously 
downhill like many CF sufferers, but 
this time I could feel my body was 
not bouncing back, and I was just 
getting worse and worse." 

In the darkest of times, did she 
ever think 'Why me?'. . . 

"No, because I still saw people 
worse off than me," says Emily 
matter-of-factly. "I think it's more 


upsetting for the people you leave 
behind, because when you are 
that ill you go into a cocoon of 
existence, and it's all about just 
staying alive." 

Emily was kept in hospital for 
nearly a year and a half. Faced with 
constant reminders of the disease 
which might eventually kill her, it 
was, she concedes, a traumatic and 
heart-breaking time. 

"There was one night when two 
girls in the rooms either side of 
me died within two hours of each 
other, and I just remember the thud 
of a body as one girl collapsed. 

"At that moment I tried to 
leave the room, but I couldn't get 
anywhere, attached to all the lines 
and oxygen. I was stuck there and 
had to sit through it." 

And one night Emily nearly 
suffered the same fate. "My 
husband was called in the early 
hours of the morning to say 
oodbye to me, and I remember 
im sat by my bed, begging me 
not to leave him. In my head I was 
squeezing his hand and comforting 
him, but he couldn't feel anything, 
and thought I was just a dead 
body." 

She adds: "I remember someone 



said to me shortly after 'Does it 
make you think about your own 
mortality?' and I said 'No, it makes 
me determined to stay alive'." 

And Emily did pull through, but 
now apparent she wasn't showing 
any signs of improving, doctors 
decided a transplant was the only 


option. It was the news she'd 
been waiting for. "I was so happy 
because I'd been in hospital 
for over a year, was feeling so 
desperate, and it felt like a chance 
to live again." 

Lots of tests and assessments 
followed, but eventually Emily 
discovered she was eligible for the 
transplant waiting list, "which was 
an amazing moment," she smiles. 

Six weeks later - a week after her 
28th birthday - a pair of lungs were 
found. It was the best present she 
could have ever hoped for. "The 
whole time I kept thinking 'Please 
let me be one of the ones to get 
one. Please let me get the call', 
and then when the nurse walked 
into my room and said 'Emily . . .' 

I knew immediately by her smile 
what was coming." 

An ambulance was outside within 
20 minutes and Emily was rushed 
to Harefield Hospital in London to 
undergo the risky surgery. It was 
a success and, although it's not a 
cure for CF, in the last two years 
Emily's life has been completely 
transformed. 

"It's changed my life and given 
me a life I haven't had since I was a 
young girl," she smiles. "I can spring 
out of bed in the morning; I can 
walk my dog and watch my brother 
play rugby. Things I could never do 
before." 

And one thing Emily definitely 
never imagined she'd be able to 
do is climb the world's highest 
active volcano, but come July 8 
that's exactly what she'll be doing. 
Along with 13 fellow heart and lung 
transplant recipients, Emily will 


attempt to climb five mountains, 
including Cotopaxi in Ecuador, 
which stands at a staggering 
6,000m, to raise money for the 
charity To Transplant and Beyond. 

"I guess I wanted a personal 
challenge, something really 
unbelievable to push my body to 
the limit and show people what 
you can do after a transplant," 
she muses. 

It's a challenge of epic 
proportions, but one Emily believes 
will be more than worth it if it 
shows people just how important 
organ donation is. There are still 
7,500 people waiting for an organ 
transplant across the UK, but while 
90 per cent of people believe 
donating an organ is the right thing 
to do, only 30 per cent are signed 
up to the organ donor register. 

Emily is desperate for those figures 
to change. 

"You're more likely to need 
an organ than donate one, so 
why wouldn't you try and save 
someone's life? If someone knows 
what it feels like to lose a family 
member, why wouldn't you try and 
stop that happening to another 
family?" 

It is, Emily says, an "amazing 
gift", and one she'll be eternally 
grateful for. "It's such a great legacy, 
and I will never forget my donor; I 
owe my life to my donor." 

She pauses, then smiles: "I feel 
like I've been reborn; you can't 
imagine how good it is. When 
you're that ill, when you're facing 
death, you can't believe you can 
live life again, but you can - and it's 
amazing."

Electric cars ‘cut 
65% off fuel bills’ 



THE NISSAN LEAF: Regular user says it costs "a fiver a week" to run 


F amilies could cut as 
much as 65 per cent 
off monthly fuel bills 
by making the switch to 
electric. This equates to a 
saving of £22 each month, 
for the average UK family. 

Equivalent to a family 
meal, a trip to the cinema or 
new clothes; the extra cash 
may well tip the balance 
when it comes to picking the 
next family car, according to 
a recent study by Nissan. 

The UK families surveyed 
rated low running costs and 
safety as the top priorities 
when selecting a family car; 
far ahead of considerations 
such as comfort or 
performance. 

The findings, part of an 
expert study commissioned 
by Nissan to look at electric 
vehicle (EV) ownership and 
the role of the family car, 
surveyed motorists with 
children across the UK. 

Nissan engaged renowned 
anthropologists, Stripe 
Partners, to assess the 
everyday realities of electric 
vehicle ownership in the 
context of the demands 


and dynamics of subject 
families from the UK, the 
largest market in Europe for 
the Nissan Leaf in 2014. 

In the UK, the Nissan Leaf 
clocked up 4,051 sales last 
year, more than doubling 
the volume sold in 2013 and 
becoming the largest market 
in Europe for the Nissan 
Leaf. 

And it's easy to see why; 
one of the participants, 
Martin Brady from Dorridge, 


UK claimed to have saved 
£2,600 since adopting the 
Nissan Leaf as the family's 
primary mode of transport. 
He said: "I'd be surprised if 
it costs me much more than 
a fiver (£5) a week. I mainly 
charge at work." 

As many as 89 per cent 
of LEAF drivers charge 
overnight at home, 
benefiting from a cost per 
km of just three cents or 
less. This leads to ample 


savings for the average 
family, money which is 
being redeemed against 
a wide range of items, 
from solar panels to home 
improvements*. 

The first detailed study of 
its kind into family motoring, 
the findings showed that all¬ 
electric vehicles such as the 
Nissan Leaf are no longer 
viewed as the "second car" 
having quickly become the 
primary family vehicle.

JONNIE Peacock started his route 
to the IPC World Championships 
in the autumn with two races at 
the Bedford International Games 
last weekend. 

The 22-year-old Doddington- 
based athlete has been off the 
track since last September, but 
he was back in action in what is a 
busy year, culminating in the world 
championships in Qatar in October. 

Peacock took part in two races 
in Bedford, both against able- 
bodied athletes. 

In the first, he was in heat two 
of the 100m and finished seventh 
in 10.99sec. 

And later in the afternoon, he 
raced in heat one, and was second 
in 10.80, with Enfield & Haringey 
AC's Omari Barton-Ellington 
winning in 10.77. 

It is set to be a busy three 
years for Peacock, with the world 
championships followed by the 
Rio Paralympics - where he will 
be defending his 100m crown 
against the likes of Alan Oliveira 
and Richard Browne. 

And then in 2017, the world 
championships will be held in 
London.

"I'm very pleased with him 
though, and he's improving all the 
time."
